KEOKUK, Io., Jan. 8.—A little girl baby |

OHIO RIVER TOWBOAT BLOWN UP 
AND EIGHT LIVES LOST, 


The Upper Part of the Steamer Was Broken to Bits 
and the Hull Sank in a Moment. 


BODIES FLOATED DOWN THE STREAM, 


Pilot Woods Was Blown High Into the Air and Killed—His 
Son and Captain Jones Badly Injured—Only 
Three Persons Escaped Unhurt. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., Jan. 8.—The towboat 
Percy Kelsey, owned by W. H. Brown & 
Son of this city, blew up while going down 
the Ohio River near Glenfield, Pa., about 
11 o’clock to-day and six or e'ght of the 
crew were killed and at least four of the 
others injured. , 


The boat was commanded by Capt. Leslie 
Jcnes of Shousetown, Pa., and the crew 
was made up of two pilots, two eng’neers, 
two mates, two firemen, a ¢hambermaid, 
cook and the deck hands, in all about twelve 
persons, : 

The Kelsey left Pittsburg about 8 o'clock 
this morning, with a tow consisting of 
seven barges and two flats of coal, and 
everything was apparently all right till the 
explosion took place, when the boat was 
literally blown to p'eces and the tow scat- 
tered and lost. The hull sunk almost im- 
racdiately and the shattered portions of the 
upper works floated down the river and cov- 
ered the water tn the vicinity of the wreck. 

The explosion was most terrific and was 
heard for milee. Hundreds of persons ran 
to the river upon hearing the no‘'se and an 
awful sight met their gaze. Bodies were 
floating down the river and the debris was 
scattered far and wide, but no live person 
was seen. A few minutes later Capt. Jones 
and three others were picked up alive, but 
badly injured,.and one body floated astiore 
near Neville Island. 

The injured were removed te Capt, Crow's 
resicence on Neville Island, where every- 
thing possible was done to alleviate their 
sufferings. It is bel'eved the rest of the 
crew were killed, and parties are now

When examined 
at} the Morgue the. leg was seen to be a 
costly ome, but it had no manufacturer's 
mark on the stump of any dealer. Such a 
leg as that worn by the suicide cost prob- 
ably $75 or $100. It is light in weight, is 
jointed above the knee, at the ankle and at 
the tue. It is varnished a light brown, and 
has bright steel appliances to fasten it to 
the stump of the wearer. The suicide’s leg 
was cut off between the Knee and ankle, 
and the artificial member was arranged 
with a space for ventilation. 

The suicide appears to have been about 
45 years old. He had light hair and a heavy 
sandy mustache, Hits underclothing was 
fresh and his linen clean, as if he had 
dressed for his death. 

His trousers were black and his coat and 
waistcoat of gray stripe. 

In one of his pockets were found several 
cartridges to fit his revolver.

COLUMBUS, O., Jan. 8.—Grave apprehen- 
sions of a riot on Monday are entertained. 
Worse still, the possibility of some crank 
killing Gov. Bushnell Is freely discussed. 

Gov. Bushnell was asked to-day if he had 
heard of these threats. He replied: 

“T have heard that such threats have been 
'made, but I pay no attention to them, I 
don’t believe there is any foundation for 
(such talk.” 
| Nevertheless the Governor’s friends are 
‘on the lookout. Unknown to him he is at- 
tended by trusty guards, who do not pro- 
pose that partisan feeling shall run to phys- 
ical violence. 

At Senator Hanna’s headquarters all such 
rumors are deprécated and it,is charged 
that they are started to create sympathy 
for the Bushnell-Kurtz combine, 

The Columbus Police Department is pre- 
paring to cope with any emergency. Tele- 
graphic requests were sent to al] large cities 
for detectives. 

The Hanna scheme to give free railroad 
tickets to all Hanna shouters who will come 
here Monday has aggravated the situation. 
The police know that ths will bring the 
biggest mob of pickpockets that ever as- 
sembled here. 

It is certain that Gov. Bushnell’s friends 
will be here Monday in great numbers. 
They will vigorously and with force resent 
any indignities offered him and they will 
be helped by the Democrats. 

Mayor Black has been advised to issue a 
proclamation calling upon all citizens to 
preserve the peace. 

Gov. Bushnell, by: virtue of his office, is 
commander-in-chief of the Ohio militia. 
Several regiments will be here for the in- 
augural parade. In case of serious trouble 
the Governor can preserve order with his 
own troops. 

Representative Griffith, who went to 
bravely face his traducers at his home in 
Marysville, promised to return early, but 
did not. 

The report comes from Marysville that 
he was treated very kindly by those who 
have been abusing him. and that they ‘hope 
in this way to gain him over for Hanna. 
This report does not alarm the Kurtz com- 
bination. 

Mrs. Griffith did not accompany her hus- 
band, but is still at the hotel here in 
which the headquarters of the anti-Hanna 
movement are located.

SWINDLING 


St. Louis Detectives Arrest 
Four Italian Suspects. 


SHOTS FIRED AND WAR WAGED. 


ONE PRISONER IIAD $4,000 IN HIS 
POCKET UNACCOUNTED 
FOR BY HIM. 


WORKED A VERY CLEVER GAME. 


Victims Supposed They Had the 
Swindlers’ Monsy for Safe-Keep- 
ing, but Found Their Own 
Gone, Also Swindlers. 


—— 


The most sensational arrest of the New 
Year was accomplished at 12:40 o’clock Sat- 
urday. by Detectives Keely, Noonan and 
Williams. 

Four Italians, believed to be wholesale 
swindlers, were brought to the Four 
Courts. They were arrested after a lively 
skirmish. 

The prisoners gave the names of Carlos 
Pasquino, Jose Arno, Charles Cérutti and 
Frank Bassi. 

For several months the police depart- 


ment has heard numerous complaints of 
robberies and confidence games from the 
Italian colony. 

Saturday noon Arno was found in a sa- 
loon at Twelfth street and Chouteau ave- 
nue with one of his countrymen. Arno 
was arrested. He \showed fight and drew 
a big knife. He Was overpowered and no 
one was injured. 

Shots fired in the air caused him to sur- 
render. 

The detectives went to 1232 Clark avenue, 
within the shadow of the Four Courts. 
There they found an up-stairs’ room occu- 
pied by the three men who are supposed to 
be in league with Arno. The officers made 
a vigorous rush upon the trio and for sev- 
eral mimutes the fighting was fast and fu- 
rious. However, no injury was inflicted, 
beyond a few bruises, When the officers 
drew their weapons the Italians surrendered 
and were marched in a body to the office 
of Chief Desmond, where they were put 
through the sweating process. 

The prisoners pretended that they could 
not speak English or understand it. 

The arrest is of national importance from 
the fact that the prisoners are suspected of 
being the perpetrators of swindles in every 
prominent city in the United States. 

Four thousand dollars in cash was found 
in the vest pocket of Pasquino, He could 
not explain where he got the money. 

The favorite plan of the swindlers was to 
approach some of their countrymen with 
wealth and pretend to leave with them a 
sum of money for safe keeping. They 
would insist on having their money de- 
posited in a receptacle with the money of 
their banker. By a smooth twist, the 
ewindlers would carry away the money bag, 
leaving a worthless substitute. 

Among the most recent victims are Mary 
Cella of 915 North Broadway and Joe Da- 
neri of Twenty-second and Chestnut streets. 


DEATH OF MRS. J. B. BRANT. 


Senator Benton’s Sister Succumbs to 
Pneumonia and Old Age.

Sarah Benton Brant, widow of the late Col. 
J. B. Brant of St. Louis, and sister of the 
late Thomas H. Benton.

LEFT HERE IN GOOD HEALTH. 


President of Mansur-Tebbetts Imple- 
ment Company and Had Other 
Large Business Interests. 


Alvah Mansur, president of the Mansur- 
Tebbetts Implement Co. and one of the 
most solid of St. Louis business men, died 
Saturday at Los Angeles, Cal. 

The announcement will come as a shock 
to his many friends and business asso- 
ciates. When he left here less than a 
month ago he was apparently in the best 
of health. His cheeks glowed and his eye 
was bright and he looked forward to a 
winter of rest and enjoyment in balmy 
California. 


He was going to his magnificent winter 
cottage at Sania Barbara. Death overtook 
him on the way. He caught cold. What 
was at first considered a trifling complaint, 
developed rapidly in pneumonia. 

When Los Angeles was reached his con- 
dition was serious. George J. Kaime,his son- 
in-law,who was accompanying him to Santa 
Barbara, had him removed to a hotel. The 
best physicians in Los Angeles were in con- 
Stant attendance at his bedside, but the 
disease developed so rapidly that they could 
only hope to give the patient temporary 
relief. 

He passed away at noon, Mr. Kaime at 
once wired Mr. Mansur’s sister, Mrs. L. B. 
Tebbetts. Later messages announcing the 
death were received by a number of Mr. 
Mansur’s associates and telegrams of con- 
dolence were sent ‘to Los Angeles in reply. 

Mr. Mansur was one of St. Louis’ most 

conservative citizens, though public spir- 
ited ‘in his quiet, unassuming way. 
Besides being at the head of a great merf- 
cantile house he was vice-president of the 
Merchants’ Exchange Bank, a director of 
the St. Louis Trust Company and a mem- 
ber of the St. Louis Club, the Commercial 
Club, the Fair Ground Club, the Noonday 
Club and the St. Louis Country Club. 

Mrs. Mansur has been dead many years. 
His only child, Mrs. Kaime, died ovem- 
ber 10, 1897, leaving three chi'dren, 

Mr. Mansur was born in Lowell, Mass., 
Dec. 5, 1833. His father came from the New 
Hampshire Hills, where his ancestors had 
lived since colonial times. 

He was educated in the public schools of 
Lowell and fitted for-the Harvard Universi- 
ty at Phillips’ Academy, Andover, Mass., 
under Samuel H. Taylor, but never entered, 
edi sts to engage at once in the active | 
usiness of life. 

He was a clerk in a New York hardware 
house and then embarked in business at 
Moline, Ill. In 1859 he went to Pike’s Peak 
in search of gold, but finding none, re- 
turned to Moline and entered the employ 
of John Deere, the plow manufacturer. 

In response to President .Lincoln’s first 
call for troops at the outbreak of the re- 
bellion, he assisted in raising a company, 
but it was not then needed. 

Under the sécond call, “for three years 
unleas: sooner discharged,” he entered the 
service with his company, the Nineteenth 
lllinoig Infantry. 

At the close of the war he spent four 
years in Colorado in quartz mining and 
milling. 

In 1869 he opened, with his old employer, 
an agricultural implement house in Kansas 


In 1874 they opened a house in 8t. Louis, 
taking in Mr. Mansur’s brother-in-law, L. 
B. Tebbetts. In 1890 he sold his interest in 
the Kansas — house to Mr. Deere and 
purchased the latter’s interest in the St. 
Louis house. 

The business has continued since, as the 
Mansur-Tebbeitts Implement Company, with 
Mr. Mansur as president. 

He was vice-president of the Deere 
Mansur Company, agricultural implement 
mnakers, at Moline, IIL, and president of the 
Forest Park Improvement Assoc'ation, a di- 
rector in the Crystal Plate Glass Company 
and the St. Louis Fair Association. 

Mr. Mansur’s estate is estimated an 
intimate business associate at nearly $4,000,- 
000.

SAVING OF TWENTY MINUTES. 


PNEUMATIC CHUTE WILL BE CON- 
STRUCTED IN THE TERMI- 
NAL RAILWAY TUNNEL. 


MORE CARRIERS ARE PROMISED. 


Gtation F at the Union Depot Will Be 
Enlarged and the Western 
Section Have Better 
Service. 


The Postoffice Department at Washing- 
ton, through Postmaster Carlisle, is con- 
6idering the question of . constructing a 
“mailing division at Union Station. 

“It has taken a long while,” says the 
Postmaater, ‘‘to interest the Terminal Rail- 
Way people in the enterprise, but Superin- 
tendent Bryan is at last ready to discuss 
‘the details and I am compiling the infor- 
mation he wants. 

“That which is desired is not a postoffice, 
but a mailing department, connecting with 
the central] office by pneumatic tubes. The 


Government, if it went into the movement 
on its own account, would have to get an 
ordinance passed and tear up the street and 
build a tunnel. The Terminal Railway 
,could use its own tunnel and receive a 
| profitable rental from the Goyernment for 
all time to come. 

“I am the 6ub-agent for the gale of postal 
cards for all the Western division. Even 
Chicago has to buy its postal cards here, 
, and its orders alone are sometimes for l,- 
' 000,000 and more cards. The cards are re- 
‘ceived by me at the'station, hauled to the 

Postoffice’ and stored, hauled out again to 

the gestation and shipped, the Government 
paying all that expense of—-hauling. They 
6hould never leave the Union Station. 

“We are now compelled to close all mails 
twenty-five minutes ahead of time, whereas 
if we had pneumatic tubes we ceuld wait 
twenty minutes longer before closing, which 
‘would signify much to the* business public. 

“All the. weekly newspapers and other 
publications, aside from the dailies, are 
nearer the Union Station than to the main 
post-office and their hauling should be done 
direct to the station. 

“T have asked and will probably get double 
the space we now occupy at Station F— 
which is Union Station—and three addi- 
tional carriers. In the two years we have 
had that station the city has developed so 
rapidly in that territory that the thirteen 
carriers are nearly swamped and our space 
S80 small we can hardly get along from day 
to day. When I made my report to Wash- 
ington recently I was asked how it hap- 
pened that this territory should be so over- 
whelmed in two years and why I did not 
get sufficient _ and carriers at the be- 
ginning. I replied I was deserving of cen- 
sure for not having’*more confidence in the 
growth of my city. 

“But I never saw anything like the de- 
velopment of that section of the town. In- 
numerable factories have sprung up, great 
warehouses have been built, and the postal 
business developed beyond my imagination. 
The territory embraces all that between 
Fifteenth street and Garrison avenue, be- 
ginning with-the Pacific railroad on the 


south, running north on Fifteenth to Wash-, 


ington avenue, west to Seventeenth, north 
to Franklin, and on Locust street from 
Jefferson avenue to Garrison, exclusive of 
Locust street itself. 

*‘Mail for that territory is dumped to the 
waiting carriers at Union Station, and is 
therefore distributed earlier than in any 
other section of the city. The second mail 
of the day is the mest valuable to business 


men, and Station F gets it distributed first.

NEVER SIGNED A VITAL DEED. 


HUSBAND OWNED THE GROUND 
OF THE LITTLE VILLAGE 
THIRTY YEARS AGO. 


HERS IS A DOWER INTEREST. 


Mrs. Leonard Thought Her Rights Had 
Outlawed, but a Lawyer Says 
She Will Come Into 
a Fortune. 


Kahokia is a pretty little village on the 
Mobile & Oh’'‘o railroad in St. Clair County, 
Ill., six miles south of East St. Louis. 

Mrs. Margaret Leonard of 65080 Easton 
avenue, St. Louis, lays claim to the ground 
upon which the town is located. 

Thirty acres are covered by the houses 
that constitute the village of Kahokia. Mrs. 
Leonard asserts that she haa a dower in- 
terest in the thirty acres and she has re- 
tained attorneys to urge her claim. 

Margaret Leonard is the widow of Wil- 
liam Leonard, one of the pioneer settlers 


of St. Clair County. . Twenty-five years ago 
William Leonard s6ld the land that was 
subsequently laid off in town lots and named 
Kahokia. 

Mrs. Leonard claims that she did not 
sign the deed and that is the point her 
lawyers will urge in the guit that is to be 
inst.tuted. 

Attorney Miller of the firm of Miller & 
Brewer, went to Belleville, the county seat, 
Saturday to examine the records, If he 
finds verification of Mrs. Leonard’s claim, 
suit for dower interest will be filed at once. 

At the time Wijliam Leonard sold the 
land the village of Kahokia had never been 
heard of. The thirty acres were covered 
by grass and there was no such thing as a 
corner lot. The land sold for a compara- 
t'vely low price. To-day it is valuable, and 
if Mrs. Leonard wins her case she will be 
the possessor of a fortune. At present she 
is only tn moderate circumstances. 

For several] years Mrs. Leonard has lived 
with her son on Easton avenue. He is 
the proprietor of a blacksmith shop. She 
is about 65 years old and is well Known to 
the early-day St. Louisans. 

The case will be vigorously contested. It 
is complicated by reason of the fact that 
within the last twenty years numerous 
transfers of title have been made. 

Mrs. Leonard says she is hopeful of vic- 


Mtory. She declared that she never “signed 


away her rights,’’ and she proposes that 
the law shail determine ner claim.

“We knew there was something in the 
wind, but for some time we did not find 
out what it was. Finally, by an intricate 
piece of detective work by our Washington 
agent we have begun an unearthing of a 
plot that means nothing less than the es- 
tablishment by the United States of a pro- 
tectorate over Cuba and the complete re- 
tirement of Spain from the island. 

“The Spaniards in Cuba, especially the 
rich and influential ones, realize that Spain 
has lost, her grip on the island forever. 
They cat? never again call on the Spaniards 
for protection for their lives and property. 

“There’ is a possibility that the latest 
Spanish expedient may succeed. I think I 
voice the sentiment of the greater part of 
my countrymen when I say that so far as 
we are concerned we should not greatly ob- 
ject to being ruled by and even absorbed 
into the American republic. 

“The State Department is now consider- 
ing the proposition.”’

~ LAW ATTACKED 


Judge Murphy Sustains the 
Motion to Quash. 


MANY ATTORNEYS IN LINE. 


APPEAR FOR THE RAILWAY 
PRESIDENTS WHO WERE 
RECENTLY ARRESTED. 


EFFORTS TO PICK FLAWS. 


Statute Criticised ss Ambiguous by 
Mr. Lehmann and It Is Termed 
Class Legisjation Against 
Electric Lines. 


The motion to quash fn the cases against 
the street railway presidents, who are 
charged with failing to provide vestibules 
for the protection of motormen on electric 
street cars, was argued in the Court of 
Criminal Correction Saturday. 

Capt. McCulloch of the Cass avenue line 
was present. Messrs. Edwards Whitaker, 
president of the Lindell; John Scullin, pregi- 
dent of the Union Depot lines and Corw.n 


H. Spencer, president of the Southern 
Electric line, were not present. . 

- Among the attorneys for the railway presi- 
dents were Frederick H. Lehmann, Judge 
J. E. McKeighan, Smith P, Galt, E. 38. 
Robert, Lubke & Muench. Prosecuting 
Attorney Thomas E. Mulvihill represented 
the State. 

Mr. Lehmann, counsel for the Lindell 
road, argued in favor of the motion. He 
said the law was peculiar, in that !t was 
stated in thé affirmative and net in the 
negative as usual. He defined the offense, 
and said it was direeted to no person in 
particular. 

The law directs that all motor cars shall 
be provided with screens, but it does not 
say that any man. shall be punished for 
operating the car, but for failing to provide. 
The law is directed against the owners of 
the car, but only by inference. 

The lawyer said that the motorman was 
an agent and employe of the street_railway 
corporation, and under the information was 
as much subject to punishment for operat- 
ing the car as.was the President. But the 
law was evidently for the protection of the 
motorman apd it was not intended that he 
should be punished. 

Then Mr. Lehmann contended that there 
was no averment that the president, who 
is charged in the information with the of- 
fense, was empowered to provide vestibules. 
He stated that it was a law of Missouri 
that all corporations should be controlled 
by a board of directors. They are the per- 
sons, if any, who should be proceeded 
against. 

Mr. Lehmann attacked the grammar of 
the second section and said the language 
was so ambiguous as to be capable of 
several constructiOns. He said: 

“Every employe, officer or agent, who has 
no authority to provide cars with screens, 
may be punished for each day the car 
owned by the corporation remains unpro- 
vided with screens. In the meantime the 
corporation itself will go unpunished, while 
probably the employe, for whose interests 
the act was passed, may be punished under 
the c@nsiruction of this act, if the prece- 
dent against the president can be main- 
nen against every street railway em- 

oye. 

“The president is only an employe of the 
street car line. And as an empioye he is 
entitled under the constitution to certain 
rights and is not bound by any act of the 
association which employs him. The act 
applies to president and other employe 
equally. If it does not it is void. 

‘The law is unjust because it is Clase leg- 
islaiion. The title of the act says all ‘street 
cars’ shall be so provided. The act itself 
says ‘electric? cars. This is class legisla- 
tion. It says nothing about cable cars, 
though there are many of them in opera- 
tion. It does not mention horse cars, some 
of which are still in operation.” 

Judge J. E. Keighan, counsel for Pres- 
ident Charles H. Turner of the Suburban 
Railroad, argued on the Iine that the law 
was class legislation. He held that the 
gripmen on cable cars Were entitled to the 
sdme protection. He said that on some ca- 
ble roads .the gripman was in front and 
was protected no more from the weather 
than was the motorman on an electric car. 

On other. lines he is stationed in the cen- 
ter of the grip car. He is in a measui@ 
protected from the rafn, but not from the 
wind. There are three classes of stree. 
railways—electric, cabl@®and horse cars— 
yet the law selects only one class, elec- 
tric, which makes the law clearly class 
law, which is unconstitutional. 

Prosecuting Attorney Mulvihill said that 
if the objections of counsel for defense were 
as strong as they were numerous, the Siate 
was, indeed, in a desperate position. In 
answer to the objection that the title of 
the law is g®neral and not specific, Mr. 
Mulvihill sa:d that would not render the 
law invalid. He defended the wording of 
the statute and.gaid the Supreme Court had 
held. Legislators could frame their laws as 
they saw fit. 

“IT think the objection raised by counsel 
that the president cannot be held respon- 
sible for the acts of the corporation of 
which he is an officer is not well taken,”’ 
he said. ***The law in every State provides 
that the president and Board of Directors 
are responsible for the corporation’s act. 
Hach member of the Board of Directors can 
be charged with the v'olation of the law. 

“There is no evidence to show that the 
president or board of directors made any 
effort to comply with the iaw. 

“As to the charge of class 


legislation

cable and horse cars, as well as 
electric cars. They might £0 fur- 
ther and inciude buss lines, steamboats 
and other vehicles. Now, if«the law pro- 
vided for the enforcement of the law only 
in St, Louis it might be considered local or 
Class legislation. The legislators who 
framed the jaw knew what was needed, | 
They knew that the motormen needed the 
protection afforded by the vestibules,, while 
the gripmen of cable cars do not. 

Judge Murphy sustained the motion to 
quash, and said, In substance: 

“The act purports to be an act requiring 
persons, associations and corporations own- 
ing or operating street cars to provide for 
the wellbeing and protection of employes. 
This means the association or corporation

lighting plant which the city obtained cheaply 
and on easy terms. ™ citing Galveston as 
am example for St. Lou!s it.is to be remarked 
that while St. Louis is so much larger than 
Galveston, only a part of St. Louis will have 
to be lighted under the contract expiring Jan. 
1, 1900... St. Louis had seven years to con- 
sider the problem of lighting that part of the 
city south of Keokuk street. | 

The lighting plant of Galveston consists of six 
arc light dynamos, of sixty lights capacity 
each, and one incandescent dynamo. This sup- 
plies 296 arc lights of 2,000 candle power and 
632 incandescent lamps. When entirely paid 
for the plant will have cost $65,000. 

Galveston is paying for this plant on easy 
terms, the payments being met out of the ordi- 
nary annual appropriations for lighting streets 
and public buildings. By the time all the in- 
stallments paid the. .plant will have paid 
for itself. | 

No interest-bearing bonds have been issued to 
secure the construction or operation of “this 
municipal plant. The chief obstacle in the way 
of St: Louis getting a lighting plant, of its own 
is said to be the prohibition against issuing 
more city bonds.

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POLITICAL POLICE. 

The rufmor that a change is to be made in 
the personnel of the Board of Police Commig- 
sioners is too good to be true, 

A change of Commissioners which would in- 
volve a radical change in the policy and pur- 
pose of the Board would be a blessing to the 
people of this city. They are suffering heavy 
penalties for police mismanagement. 

St.Louis is overrun with criminals. Hold- 
ups, burglaries, purse-snatchings, assaults and 
all forms of crime are common. The criminals 
have become so bold that they operate in pul. 
lic places by day as well as by night. 

The Police Department seems paralyzed. 

One need not go far to find the cause of the 
demoralization of the police. Neither the po- 
lice officers nor the patrolmen are primarily re- 
sponsible, but it is due to the Board’s policy ot 
making the control of the police force serve po- 
litical and perscnal ends. 

Political assessments are levied on the police 
with the consent of the Police Board. The 
members of the force are made a part of a po- 
litical machine. 

It is freely charged that the power of the 
Board is made to serve personal as well as po- 
litical ends. Corrupt pulls thus established soon 
become strong enough to protect criminals. 

The recommendations of stperior officers 
count for nothing. The captains and chiefs 
have no voice in the assigning of men. By bar- 
room agreements, sometimes executed by tele- 
phonic orders from a befuddled Commissioner, 
faithful officers are transferred simply because 
some ward politician is to be obliged. 

The policy is fatal to the efficiency of the po- 
lige In the work for which they are paid. It de- 
molishes discipline and demoralizes the force. 
[ft honeycombs the Department with corruption 
and incompetence. 

A police department may be made efficient as 
a party machine or efficient as a machine for 
the suppression of crime. It can never be both 
at the same time. 

Our Police Department is being turned into a 
partisan and personal machine. The city is at 
the mercy of the criminal elements. One is 
the inevitable consequence of the other.

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DURRANT’S RULING PASSION. 


Sentimental persons will find fresh cause for 
horror and doubt of the man’s guilt in Theo- 
dore Durrant’s declaration on the gallows that 
he was innocent. 

But there is no more foundation for doubt in 
this solemn declaration of innocence in the face 
of death than sentimentality may find in the 
case of any murderer, convicted of crime by 
process of law, who does not confess his guilt. 

Durrant had the benefit of all the legal proc. 
esses and safeguards accorded a man charged 
with crime. His guilt was established to the 
satisfaction of a jury and in a manner pro- 
nounced satisfactory by the highest courts and 
by the Governor of the State. 

It should be borne in mind that to assume 
the character Durrant assumed, yet commit 
the crimes of which he was convicted required 
the highest hypocrisy, which is an acute form 
of the vanity of righteousness. This excessive 
vanity would be sufficient to account for a lie 
in the face of death, uttered for the purpose 
of getting good opinion.

A RACING BILL FOR ILLINOIS. 


If It Is Passed Next Week There Will 
Be Bunning Events Over the 
River Early in the Spring.

A new racing bill is to be introduced in 
the Illinois Legislature next week that may 
‘result in the opening of the Madison and 
(ast St. Louis. race tracks over .in Illinois. 

The bill will be introduced by Sena- 
tor Fitzpatrick, and it will be entitled: 
“A bill for an act taxing the owners of 
‘racing inclosures and permitting and regu- 
lating book-making and pool-seiling on 
horse races held therein.” 

The measure will be a substantial copy of 
one he offered at the last session, being 
Senate bill No. 434. The bill will allow 
racing on a basis of 5 per cent of the gross 
‘receipts to be paid to the County Treasurer 
of the county wherein the inclosure ts locat- If 
ed. The payments are to be made daily. 
The County Treasurer is to remit the tax to 
the State Treasurer at the end of every six 
days, dedi'cting therefrom 2 per cent alowed 
him for making such collection. 

The bill will specifically bar foreign pools, 
limiting the poo)l-selling to horse races, and 
no other contests are to be had within such 
racing inclosure during the meeiing. No 
books shall be made or pools sold at any 
other time or upon any other event taking 
place outside the inclosure. 

The inclosures shall be not less than 
twenty acres in extent, nor shall they be 
within two miles of any other such in- 
closure already existing for that purpose. 
The meétings shall be had between the Ist 
of May and the Ist of November of each 
year, between 12 o’clock noon and 7 o'clock 
in the afternoon, and shall not exceed thirty 
days in the aggregate in each year on each 
inclosure. 

The pool selling is limited to the hours 
above mentioned. The penalties provided 
are in the shape of a fine to be levied on the 
Officers or agenis of associations or in- 
Aividuals who infringe the act. The for- 
‘Teiture is fixed at not less than $200 nor 
more than $1,000 a day for each day such 
bookmaking and buying and selling pools 
is permitted in violation of the act. Fail- 
ure to pay. the tax is punishable by a fine 
of $1,000 a day for such fallure. 

Senator Fitzpatrick says the bill may be 
slightly changed-in some particulars, but 
in the main it will be as _ substantiaily 
given above. 

If it is passed there will be racing over 
the river early in the spring. 

The news of the proposed racing bill will 
Create all sorts of comment in both Chi- 
cago and St. Louis racing circles.

The Federation [Issues an Address te 
Members of Congress. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. &—The legis- 
lative committee of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, consisting of Presidedt Sam- 
uel Gompers, Secretary Frank Morrison 


seventeenth annual convention of the feder- 
ation held in Nashville in December las 
has issued an addresa to the members o 
the Fifty-fifth Congress. After calling at- 
tention to the introduction of- modern ma- 
chinery and new business methods, ‘and the 
competition of convict labor, by which 
wage-workers are forced into idleness sd 
want, the committee says that they f 
that they have a right to bring their griev- 
ances to the attention,of the law-making 
power, and to expect “such definite meas- 
ures of ‘elief as seem most likely to ime. 
prove vur condition and presérve our inde- 
pendence and freedom as workers and citi 
zens. and, therefore, urge your earnest con- 
sideration of and best efforts in enacting 
into law the following measures: 
“lL An eight-hour work day on all 


tracts or subcontracts for materials fur- 
nished or work done must contain a prov s- 
ion that eigh: hours shall be the maximum 
labor of any one individual in any one cal- 
ender day.

MONEY ORDER FORGERIES. 


St. Louis Superintendent Says the 
Story Is Exaggerated. 


A telegram from Washington Saturday 
gave details of an alleged discovery of ex- 
tensive forgeries in money orders. The gist 
of the information, on the authority of 
Auditor Castle, was that the Auditor had 
suddenly changed the rule of checking up 
postmasters’ accounts by the money order 
stubs and resumed the old method of 
checking by the paid orders themselves, 


unearthing at once a wide-spread system 
by which some postmasters would write 
one amount on the orders and a gmaller 
amount on the stubs, with great profit to 
themselves. 

“TI do not know what method its in vogue 
at Washington by which money order ac- 
counts are checked up,’’ said Money Order 
Supt. Lynch, ‘‘but !t seems to me the news- 
paper description is utterly absurd in as- 
cribing to the stub system the possibility 
of a postmaster swindling the Government, 

“A money order consists of the postmas- 
ter’s advice for transmission to the post- 
master where the payee fs located; the 
columns of figures which are to be torn to 
indicate the amount for which the order is 
drawn and the order itself for tranemis- 
sion to the payee. When the blanks are all 
filled, the order, with the figure-stub cut 
to show the amount on the face of the 
order, is given to the payor. He trans- 
mits it to the payee. The other half of the 
order consists of the postmaster’s advice 
blank, with the other half of the figure-stub, 
again showing the amount on the face of 
the order. This is forwarded by the post- 
master to the post-office on which the order 
is drawn. 

“On rocelpt by us of the letter of advice 
from the Postmaster of Tipton, for in- 
Stance, it ‘s filed in the Tipton box. Dur- 
ing the day the order itself arrives here, 
perhaps through the Clearing House, the 
payee having turned it-in to his bank. The 
setter of advice and that money order must 
correspond, not only as between them- 
Selves, but also‘as to the split stub of fig- 
ures on the end of each, The number, the 
date, the names and the amounts—which 
latter are three t-mes stated—must abso- 
lutely agree. If there is the Slightest dis- 
crepancy the order is not paid, but instead 
a letter of inquiry is directed by the Post- 
master here to the Postmaster at Tipton 
‘and the latter sends a second letter of ad- 

vice. 

“Thus, you eee, the paying postmaster, 
being responsible for the amount paid out, 
ts compelled to check up the drawing post- 
master until stub and order and 
columns are absolutely balanced. 

“When the order {s paid it is held until 
the end of the week, and then forwarded 
with the week's accumulation to Washing-

on. 

“The telegram referred to gays the forgery 
consists of writing a smaller amount in the 
order than appears on the stub. It would 
be impossible to cash an order of that kind, 
for the paying postmaster would refuse 
paytnent or elise lose it from his own 
pocket. 

“To my mind there is nothing in the jal- 
leged discovery, if the newspaper desctip- 
tion be correct.’’ 


GERMANY COMING ROUND. 


Reciprocity Commissioners Will Soon 
Be Asked to Act. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 8.--Germany 
has indicated to the United States Goverr- 
ment her willingness to negotiate a treaty 
of reciprocity. The Germain Government 
has taken the initiative In proposing a con- 
ference of representatives cof all the Euro- 
pean powers to secure the abolition of 
bounties on sugar and other products. 

When the Dingley hill was uniter diseus- 
sion Baron Von Thielmann, the (German 
Ambassador, made an earnest effort to have 
omitted from the bill the provision which 
imposes an additional duty ou all goods im- 
ported into the United States upon which 
an export bounty has been paid. The pro- 
vision was intended especially to cover the 
sugar brought In from Germany and wther 
European countries. The effect of (bis pro- 
vision has been to discourawve the tinporta- 
tion of German beet stgars ‘nto the United 
States, and it is believed in administracion 
circles it is largely upon this account that 
the German Government is seeking the abo- 
lition of all bounties on commMon produrts. 
Besides German, France, Belgium, Austria, 
The Netherlands. Denmark, Russia and 
Spain pay bounties, most of them on Leet 
sugar. It_is said that Baron Von Hellaben, 
the new German Ambassador, has called at 
the State Department and discussé) tarit® 
matters with Mr. Kasson, the xpecial Reci- 
procity Commissioner. It ta not likely any 
concessions will be given on suenrs or anv- 
thing untill the Berlin Government renioves 
the restrictions on American beef and cattle.

AGAINST A RELATIVE IN 
THE PROBATE COURT. 


LITTLE IN THE PROSECUTION. 


Evidence Was Principally That the 
Defendant Woocd in a Rather 
Unusual Manner. 


William Piel of 1932 Sullivan avenue was 
for the second time adjudged of sound mind 
in the Probate Court Saturday morning. _ 
‘ A similar verdict was returned by a jury 
on Oct. 26, 1897, 

The second investigation of Piel’s sanity 
was begun Friday at the instigation of 
Fred W. Heuser, a nephew, who was the 
informant on the former occasion, 

Piel is a bachelor, close onto his sixtieth 
year, and has made his home with his 
brother-in-law, Henry Borgeldt. Heuser 
thought the old man was being unduly in- 
fiuenced in the disposition of his $30,000 
worth of property. umerous deeds to valu- 
able tracts, it is alleged, were from time 
to time given to the members of the Bor- 
geldt family, which led Heuser to inquire 
into his sanity. 

On September 14, 1897, he instituted a 
suit. by his attorneys, Sale & Sale, in the 
Probate Court for a formal inquiry. 

The jury found the old man sane, but 
upon application Judge Rassieur granteu a 
new trial, which began before him Friday. 

Mrs. Piel was represented by Judge Lubke 
and C. A. Schake. 

Counsel for the informant sprung a sur- 
prise in attempting to prove that Piel ad 
developed a mania for contracting ar- 
riages. Dr. . K. Bauday testified 
that in the summer of 1897, while Piel was 
an-inmate of the Good Samaritan Hospital, 
he asked the physician if he had a daughter, 
Dr. Bauduy said he had, and the patient 
is alleged to have responded by an applica- 
tion for her hand, although he had never 
seen her. 

William Bright, at the St. Louis Type 
Foundry, stated that a similar appeal was 
made to:-him. , 

The attorneys offered more testimony on 
this line, claiming that in no instance did 
Piel see the woman, but always appiied: to 
the parents. Mr. Sale did not follow this 
up and no further evidence was submitted 
on the subject. 

The defense opened its side Saturday 
morning by placing the Borgeldts on the 
stand, 

Miss Amanda Borgeldt, a niece, was 80 
vehement in her denunciation of the attack 
on the old man’s mental condit'on that she 
lapsed into hysterics and it was some min- 
utes before the court could quiet her sut- 
ficiently to permit the examination to pro- 
ceed. She denied that her uncle was 
‘queer’ and said that h's actions were al- 
ways proper about the house and that he 
was perfectly able to manage his affairs. 

The action of her cousin, Heuser, she 
said, was prompted by jealousy. 

Tillie Borgeldt, Deputy Assessor A. R. 
Hillmer, Henry Brogenkamp, H. Kas- 
sel, Henry Meyer and other neighbors tes- 
tified to Piel’s apparent mental v'gor. 

When the verdict of the jury was an- 
nounced, Mr. Piel quietly left the court- 
room on the arm of his niece, Miss Aman- 
da Borgeldt. 


BRAHM’S WILL THROWN OUT. 


It Was Not Witnessed by Louis 
Gartner. 


A conscientious witness caused the will 
of Charles Brahm to be thrown out of the 
Probate Court Saturday. 

Under a will dated Nov. 12, 1897, Brahm 
bequeaths all of his property, with the ex- 


ception of $5 to each of his daughters, Liz- 
zie Ferard and Adelia Brahm, to his wife, 
to hold until her death and then it is to re- 
vert to Lizzie Ferard. The witnesses are 
Louis Gartner and Fred Vasel. 

Gartner submitted an affidavit Saturday 
that he did not see the testator affix his 
signature nor hear his acquiescence to its 
contents, and that when his signature was 
secured the names of Brahm and Vasel 
were on the paper. 

The court in ordering that the testament 
be refused made the conditions similar to 
those which. would have existed had Mr. 
Brahm died intestate.

PARALYSIS DISAPPEARING. 


JOSEPH ROTHERT STARTED OUT 
TO SEE THE WORLD IN CHOP- 
PERS’ CAMPS. 


HELD PRISONER BY A TREE. 


Father a Wealthy Tobacco Commission 
Merchant and Brave Joseph 
Rothert Doesn’t Wish His 
Family Worried. 


Joseph Rothert of Arkansas came to St. 
Louis last week. He brought with him @ 
back. broken in four places. Dr. Waldo 
Briggs performed a remarkable operation 
of laminectomy on the patient, who. is 
only 16 vears old, and the chances are more 
than favorable for his complete recovery. 

The boy occupies a cot at the Baptist 
Hospital, at Garrison and Franklin ave- 
nues, and suffers -.but little pain. 

Though Joseph is only a boy, and is slight 
for his years, he has been doing a man’s 
work for more than a year. He was at 
work for a big saw mill company near 
Paragould, Ark., one day more than two 
weeks azo in a forest, felling trees, He 
attacked a big aak and made the chips fly 
furiously. 

The tree stood on the side of a small hill, 
and Joseph recokoned on the tree falling 
down hill. 

Hie cut away until he thought the tree 
Was about ready to topple. 

le gave a final blow. The big tree began 
to quiver, The sound of the breaking wood 
told the boy his work was accomplished, 
With his ax 'n his hand he ran away, as he 
thought, to a place of safety. 

But he did not get far enough. 

One of the imbs, more than six inches in 
diameter, caught the boy and he was 
thrown to the ground. The limb fell across 
his back and pinioned him. There was one 

reat twinge of intense pain. Then Joseph 
elt only utter helplessness. 

The weight of the limb held him. 

/For more then an hour he lay there alone, 
Then some other woodmen came aiong. 

When the big tree was rolled away the boy 
Was rescued, but he was unconscious. 

He was taken to his quarters and the doc- 
tor was summoned, Restoratives were ap- 
plied and consciousness returned. The physi- 


cian found that the boy was paralyzed from ] 


his waist down.

tried to treat the injured boy, but 
he said seemed to do him any 
good. The suner'ntendent of the company 
dec'ded to send the boy to a St. Louis 
hospital and have an expert see if his life 
could be saved. 

Dr. Waldo Briggs found that four of the 
vertebrae Were fractured, and nothing but 
the dangerous operation of laminectomy 
wou'd save the boy’s life. 

Friday Rothert was placed under the tnflu- 
ence of an anaesthetic. He was laid on the 
operating table, face downward. Dr. Briggs, 
with his instruments close at hand, and 
surrounded by his assistants, took h's place 
at the operating table. , 

The doctor made a long incision on the 
back, laying half a dozen sections of the 
backbone exposed to view. The doctor saw 
that his d‘aenosis was correct. 

Four of the vertebrae were fractured. The 
tenth dorsal was fractured in three places. 
The bone pressed in on the spinal cord, 
which could also be plainly seen. 

The cord is fully half an inch in diameter. 
It was lacerated in several places, but 
was not severed. Hat it been no operat‘on 
would have been necessary. Death would 
have come at once. 

The surgeon operated rapidly. The shat- 
tered pieces of spinous process were re- 
moved from the spinal column. The cord

Extract of sermon preached by the Rev. 
William Short of St. Peter’s ‘Episcopal 
Church, from the text: ‘‘In Untrodden Ways. 
I Will Lead Them in Paths That They Have 
Not Known.” 

We stand to-day upon the threshold of a 
New Year. Before us lies the unknown, 
shrouded in darkness, which no human eye 
ean penetrate. We enter upon a journey 
over untrodden paths, into which no pioneer 
has ever ventured, and where possibilities 
for good or evil lle which no mortal knows. 
What the New Year may have in store for 
each and all of us no one can forewarn. 
What sorrows shall be born in it, what joys 
shall die in it, what delights or what heart- 
breakings shall be our portion in it, what \ 
hopes shall be realized in it, no prophet can 
foretell. 

‘The pathway into the future must always 
be a pathway of faith, where wisdom al- 
ways truets to God to guide, who alone 
knows what its issues are to be, Behind 
us lies the past, about which we all know 
more or less. Je can look back over the 
trodden paths which have brought us to the 
present and know something of the way by 
which we have come to be what we are. 
The years that pass are not altogether dead 
and gone years, becauze they still live with 
us in memory and muet ever remain with 
us, in the influences for good bor ill, that 
they have left upon our souls. But the fu- 
ture must always be shrouded in wuncer- 
tainty. Its months and weeks and days are 
untrodden paths and no one can forecast to 
what trials or joys or miseries or blessings 
they may lead us. It is a bleased thing for 
man that the future is veiled with a thick

So it is a blessed thing for us that we 
cannot see what a New Year has in store, 
for whatever the past may have been faith 
can fill the future with bright visions and 
hope can dream of holy angels within its 
shadows to help to better things to come.

EFFORTS TO TAP THE CLOUDS. 


HE IS A PROMINENT ILLINOIS 
PHYSICIAN AND IS ENOWN 
AS A SCIENTIST. 


BACKED BY A RICH FARMER. 


All Interested Ars Keeping Secret the 
Construction of the Machine 
and What They Have 
Accomplished. 


Dr. William M. Gross of Gillespie, Ill. is 
the mysterious inventor of the mysterious 
electrical machine being tested at the La- 
clede Gas Light and Power Co.’s plant at 
thé foot of Mound street. 

Interested with him in the invention are 
John H. Eilers of Gillespie and Frank 
Friede and William Brandt of Mount Olive, 
Ill. They have all been in St. Louis since 
Thursday and will return home next week, 

It is said that the tests will be continued 
for several weeks and it may be the first 
of March before decisive results are ob- 


tained. 

Dr. Gross stands high in Gillespie. He is 
the leading practitioner in a rich section of 
country and commands the respect of all 
who know him. His neighbors are divided 
in their opinions of his invention. Some 
think it is chimerical; others expect great 
things of it. As neither contingent knows 
anything about it except in the most gen- 
eral way one opinion is worth as much as 
the other. 

. Dr. Louis H. Behrens of St. Louis knows 
Dr. Gross well and speaks of him in warm 
terms as an admirable gentleman and a 
learned physician.

said. Dr. Behrens, “Dr. Gross is one of t 

best mathematicians I ever knew. No 
roblem is too abstruse for him to soive. 

e hus a natural bent that way, I know 
nothing about his invention except what I 
have read in the Post-D‘spatch and have 
heard from my old neighbors in Gillespie, 
but Dr. Gross is not the kind of man to 
chase a chimera. He is strong, practical 
and exact and he has great faith in this in- 
vertion.”’ 

John H. Eilers of Gillespie is probably 
putting up the bulk of the money for Dr. 
Gross’ experiments. He is a young man, 
with a large estate and good business meth- 
ods. He is amply able to meet the ex- 
penses of the experiments that are being 
made. 


Dr. Gross made a statement Saturday 
to a Post-Dispatch reporter. He said that 
he was unable to make experiments Satur- 
day morning because there was not enough 
wind to raise the kites. He was pleased 
with the results of Friday’s tests. A cur- 
rent of electricity so strong that the men 
flying the kites were compelled to use rub- 
ber gloves was obtained. This was grati- 
fying, but not surprising, as everybody 
knew there was an abundance of electricity 
in the air. It was surprising, however, to 
note that the strongest current came when 
the kite was only 100 feet high. 

Dr. Gross proudly admits that he is in op- 
position to the scholastic theory of electri- 
eal force. He holds that it is not a static, 
but induced, and that the centrifugal force 
of the earth induces it. His machine is in- 
tended to exceed the éarth in céntrifugal 
force and thus attract and hold the force 
that is now drawn into the center of the 
globe. The theory is unique, he claims, 
and if it proves correct it will revolutionize 
physical philosophy. 

If he succeeds in drawing electricity 
from nature’s store house in quantities suf- 
ficient for utilization it will not be by 
means of kites. Towers will be used.

The experiments at the foot of Mound 
street continued till nearly dark Friday af- 
ternoon. It is claimed that there was some 
degree of success, but not what was ex- 
pected. There were various difficulties to 
contend with. Soft weather was among 
them. The ground along the railroad tracks 
where the kites were flown was thawing. 
The cord got wet and soggy and was nearly 
as good a conductor as the wire, besides 
being so heavy that the strongest kite could 
hardly bear it. Then the atmospheric con- 
ditions were bad for kite-flying. There was 
a stiff surface wind, but the upper cur- 
rents were weak. Kite-flyer Hall and his 
assistant were kept busy nursing the kites 
after they were raised—for be it known that 
unless a kite is properly nursed or played 
ee the gale is weak or capricious it will 

all. 

Dr. Gross and his assistants had their 
troubles inside the power house. It was 
deemed necessary that the rotary dise or 
wheel of the machine should’ make 12,000 
revolutions a minute. In doing this some- 
thing like a hot box was acquired. The 
bearings got heated and the experiments 
had to be stopped. 

That an electric current was drawn from 
the air is attested by several persons who 
could not be prevented from watching the 
experiments. Whether this current can be 
made strong enough to be of utility no one 
can say. The idea is to draw the fluid into

YOUNG woman who draws plans for large build- 

ings, oversees the work of builders and gets as 

much money for her efforts as a man is Miss 

Elise Mercur, of Pittsburg. She comes from a promi- 

nent Pennsylvania family, being a niece of former 

Chief Justice Mercur, of the Pennsylvania State Su- 
preme Court. 

Miss Mercur enjoys the distinction of being the only 
woman architect of prominence in the country. She 
designed the Woman’s Building at the Atianta Expo- 
sition, and is at present working on a $60,000 addition 
to the Washington (Pa.) Female Seminary. She 
planned St. Paul’s Episcopal Church, Pittsburg; St. 
Martin's Episcopal Church at Johnsonburg, Pa., and

also designed the children’s building at the new Pitts- 
burg City poor farm. 

To a representative of The World Miss Mercur said 
she “broke into” the architectural business by first 


work, over ceing and inepecing he laying 
tions, erec‘ing buildings, &c. If is her vation wae 
employed on a building to engage living quarters in 
the immediate vicinity and stay there Guring the 
progress of the work. As soon as the workmen on 
the building begin their labors Miss Mercur is on hand 
and personally sees almost every nail driven into the 
structure. In this way she acquires practical] know!l- 
edge possessed by few mrale architects. 

Miss Mercur is a specialist on heating, plumbing and 
ventilation. On this subject she delivered a lecture 
before the Pratt Institute in Brooklyn last winter. 
She frequently lectures before the Civic, Twentieth 
Century and other women's clubs of Pittsburg, trying 
to make women realize the importance of ventilation 
If the women understand this science, she says, they 
will teach it to the men. 

Miss Mercur has offices in the Times Building, 
Pittsburg, and employs three draughtsmen. She «ald: 
“I seemed to take maturally to the business. With my 
brothers I was educated abroad. After my father 
had lost a fortune and died I decided I would not be a 
burden on my brothers, and struck out for myself. | 
have all the work I can do. For doing men's work | 
always insist upon getting men’s prices. I never ac- 
cept an assignment for less than 5 per cent. I never 
have any trouble. Contractors who have worked un- 
der me know that I won't stand any ‘monkeying’ and 
do not try to fool me with poor material, careless 
work, &c. While I am willing to do what is right, I 
generally make them live up to the specifications, and 
any work done improperly has to be gone over again. 
Women, you know, are harder to please than men, 
and this is the reason, I think, I find contractors ex- 
erting themselves to please me. They know I will 
not pass their work unless it is done properly.” 

Miss Clara Meade, of Chicago, has the contract for 
the erection of the female seminary addition at Wash- 
ington. She personally directs the work of her men on 
the building. It is an odd sight to see Miss Mercur 
and Miss Meade on the top of the bullding, one super- 
intending and the other overseeing. 

In most of the larger cities women are rapidly be- 
coming interested in the study of architecture, and 
Miss Mercur is probably a pioneer in a line where 


many will sogn follow her. Any architect will admit

BOSTON’S "EGYPTIAN PRINCESS.”

Mrs. Marie N. Buckman, Secrétary for the United 
States of the Egypt Exploration Fund, has a most 
interesting personality. The students to whom she has 
delivered jectures at the Boston Art Museum have 
called her the ‘“‘Egyptian Princess,’’ which is a de- 
cidedly appropriate sobriquet. 

But this ‘Egyptian Princess’’ is|a New England girl,

who Is, however, beginning to. make herself felt. At 
present she is doing more practical and efficient work 
for the Exploration Fund than any one else in America 
Her office is at her home, No 6 Temple street, Boston. 
She was appointed the Secretary of the society last 
October. She receives subscriptions and carries on the 
correspondence Of the society, is one of the regular 
contributors to Biblia, the official American organ of 
the Egypt Exploration Fund, and in addition writes 
and speaks continually upon one phase or another of 
ancient Egyptian life. 

Mrs. Buckman’s classic features, her wonderful dark 
eyes, which glow with enthusiasm when she speaks; 
her well-formed brow, from which her heavy black 
hair is taken loosely back and fastened in a low, sim- 
ple coil at the back of her head—al] remind one of an- 
other age and climate. The Theosophists would cer- 
tainly affirm that she had lived and learned in Egypt 
before being born again in this cold New England sec- 
tion of the world. Else why should she have such an 
instinctive passion for hieroglyphics, scarabs, mum- 
mies and broken statues, which most people pass by 
with an idea that they are merely dead, stupid and 
tiresome relics of an uninteresting and unrelated past? 
Why should she have preferred the water lily to all 
other flowers before she knew anything about the 
sacred lotus of Egypt? 


“Mr. Buckman has considered my passion for hiero- 
glyphics as a mild sort of lunacy,” laughed Mrs. 
Buckman, with a pretty lifting of the eyebrows. “He 
has said that it always is for ‘better or worse,’ and 
the. ‘worse’ in his case is apparently hieroglyphics. 
But he has become reconciled.” 

Mrs. Buckman was not trained to be a classical stu- 
dent. She did not have the ireasures of Egypt thrust 
upon her, She gravitated toward them irresistibly. 
Her first glimpse into this ancient land, gained through 
following the wanderings of the children of Israel with 
her Sunday-school class of sixteen-year-old boys ih 
Tremont Temple, fascinated her. She could not turn 
back. She went on to the threshold of Pharaoh's 
prlace, she crossed it, and she took up her abode with 
the Egyptians, learning their modes of life and 
thought and viewing nature, art, literature and re- 
ligion through their eyes. The word “Egypt” on a 
printed page at once riveted her attention. A glimpse 
of a bit of broken pottery with Egyptian decoration 
upon it aroused her interest. She did not know the 
language of the Egyptians, but the meaning of many 
inscriptions flashed upon her before she had patiently 
worked them out and deciphered them.
